Mr. .Gray 
of White' Pine, :opposed- the resolution 
and spoke in behalf of the Chaplains on 
the ground that the lawmakers owed i 
to their own dignity and! self respect t 
employ a Chaplain. Wells and Brown 
called for the ayes and noes. Bell, o 
Nye, 
favored the the resolution, -hold 


ing that it was adding hypocracy to oth 
er crimes.

Lyon, spoke against the, resolution 
also Perkins, of Storey. {Brown, of 
Ormsby, had no doubt bnt that Bell's 
opposition to the Chaplain spoke for his 
Democratic constituents. He hoped for 
the benefit of the Democrats the resolu- 
tion would not pass. Franklin, who 
introduced the resolution, hoped to see 
the money go to the Orphans' fund. 
Pike, of Churchill, thought that from 
the looks of the last election returns the 
Republicans needed the most praying 
for,! He was from a cow county and his 
constituents needed prayer. Much de- 
pended upon the religious progress of 
the age. Crowinshield, of Lyon, held, 
that if only cost $200 he wanted prayers. 
All voted against the resolution except 
Bell, Dale, Franklin, Galland and Biepe. 
Subsequently a resolution was passed 
inviting the clergy of Carson to officiate. 


A resolution, by Wells, for a special 


committee to visit the State Prison and 
report its condition and government, 
was opposed by Grey, of White Pine; 
Brown, of Ormsby; Gray, of Storey, and 
defeated. 


Wells gave notice that he would at an 


early day introduce a bill relating to 
Mining Recorders arid a bill to provide 
for State Revenue.
